The committee meeting of the Antioch 
Village Board held Monday, dealt with a 
variety of matters. £ 

First on the agenda was the public hearing 
of the annual appropriation ordinance for the 
1980-81 year. 

Finance Chairman Don Amundsen read 
the figures for all the anticipated and 
possibly- anticipated .moneyslto. be_ used 
during the coming year, explaining that the 
quoted figures were purposely on the high 
side to allow for unf orseen expenditures. 

Anticipated village expenditures included: 
general fund, $1,040,100; general liability 
fund, 180,000; police fund, $438,900; fire fund, 
$127,500; street fund, $181,700; road and 
bridge fund, $32,500; audit fund, $7,000; 
1MRT and Social Security fund, $95,000; Civil 
Defense fund, $3,900; Revenue Sharing fund, 
$151,3000; Fire Safety Bond fund, $70,000; 
motor fuel tax fund, $218,012.50; enterprise 
fund, $534,400; sewer extension and. im- 
provement fund, $210,000; Revenue Bond and 
interest fund, $80,000. 

The grand total for all funds was 
$3,486,441.70. 

The next matter brought before the board 
was a complaint of dust and parking 
problems made by Mr. and Mrs. Joseph 
Bauer, 167 Lakewood Dr., Oakwood Knolls. 

The Bauers registered a complaint about 
the dust factor and the parking of too many 
cars in front of their house in the'area of the 
boat docks in Oakwood Knoll. 
. They asked that the blockaded access-way, 
north on Lake Ave. to the park, be opened 
and graveled. 

Objections were raised to the access 
opening by other area residents although 
they too complained about the dust. 

After a discussion, the matter was turned 
over to the public works commission to look 



into the cost of seal-coating 1 Lakewood Dr. to 
eliminate the dust. 

Bauer did not seem to be satisfied with the 
board's recommendation and said that he 
would return to the board meeting next Mon- 
day with a petition on the matter. - 

At this point, three state and federal agen- 
cy reresentatives appeared before the board 
and citizens in attendance with a 
preliminary flood insura nee study for the 
village of Antioch. 

Alan Birman from the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency explained the 
program, asking for input and corrections of 
the study that had been in the works for two 
years. 

The study has a three year expected com- 
pletion date. — ™ — - 1 

Birman explained that the purpose of the 
study is to allow present and future 
developement in the floodplains area to have 
flood insurance subsidized, by the govern- 
ment. 

At the present time those in the floodplains 
are paying a flat flood insurance rate of 25 
cents per $100 of structural insurance and 25 
cents per $10,000 of contents insurance. 
. Dana Snyder of the Soil Conservation Ser- 
vice, who did the study, gave a slide ex- 
planation presentation and French Wetmore, 
Illinois Dept. of Transportation explained 
that after the study, was finished, additions 
arid revisions would be made to the existing 
village ordinances on the developement of 
the 'floodplains areas inside of the village 
boundaries to correspond with the finished 
study. 

' At this point subsidized flood insurance 
would be available to those in the floodplains 
ai;ea with the rates gauged according to the 
flood risk of each individual property. 

Trustee. Amundsen asked what would hap- 



pen if the village decided against the entire 
floodplain insurance program. 
-'. Wetmore replied that if the village does not 
comply with the results of the study no one in 
the floodplains area will be able to purchase 
any kind of flood insurance 

He added that the village would be unable 
to get federal funding and that some banks 
probably would look twice before issuing 
mortgages on any property in the floodplains. 
that was not insured. . - 



Birman asked that people in the flood-. 
plains area look at the study and submit any 
corrections to him within the next 30 days. 
More information is available at the village 
hall. 

Two representatives from Lakes Cable TV 
were there to give a presentation, but the 
lateness of the hour caused the board to set 
July 28 for the presentation after seeing the 
program in operatioh~ :

A combination Retail Committee and 
Retail Group luncheon meeting was held at 
The Way We Were Restaurant, on Friday, 
July 11. 

The attendance of the meeting was ex- 
tremely good, drawing a comment of, "This 
is the most people I've seen at one of these 
meetings in a long time," from Retail Group 
Chairman Laddie Korecek. 

THE PREDOMINATE matter of 
discussion was the upcoming Maxwell St. 
Days promotion, the most important cham- 
ber sponsored event of the year. 

Chairman Korecek again brought up the 
matter of merchants participating in this or 
any other Chamber, of Commerce sponsored 
event when they are neither members of the 
Antioch Chamber of Commerce and Industry 
or members of the Retail Group of the cham- 
ber. 

Korecek said that a letter had been sent to 
those merchants that are Chamber members 
but not Retail Group members, informing 
them that they would be billed $25 for par- 
ticipation in Maxwell St. Days and another 
$25 for participation in Moonlight Madness. 

MEMBERS OF the Retail Group currently 
pay an annual $100 fee to 'defray the costs of 
advertising, etc., for the years' events. 

Korecek suggested that another letter be 
-delivered-to-those- that-be!ong-to-neither_ 
group, informing them that they must pay 
the Retail Groups' dues to participate in any 
of these events next year. 

It was suggested that group members put 
some pressure on non-member merchants, 
that they are aware of, that are participating 
and reaping the profits paid for by those that 
have paid their dues. 



KORECEK ALSO reiterated that retailers 
from the outer-shopping areas on North Ave. 
and Rte. 173 would be invited to use space, 
not under use, in the downtown area at a fee 
of $25 per event 

Bill Patterson brought up the problems of 
complete outsiders moving wares onto An- 
tioch' s streets during Maxwell St. Days. 

He said, "This event was originally for 
merchants to be able to sell their own left 
over goods, not to bring in goods that were 
either new or completely unrelated to their 
particular business." 

William Schroeder, Antioch News and 
Lakeland Newspapers publisher, suggested 
that the group look into the passing of an or- 
dinance against transient peddlers. 

KORECEK FELT that the group might 
have a voice in the matter since the retail 
merchants generate 70 percent of the 
village's taxes. 

Sandy Seigmeir said that it had been 
suggested by some merchants to extend 
Maxwell St. Days over Sunday. 

It seemed to be the group consensus that 
three days of the sale was sufficient. 

A discussion of the advertising promotion 

of Maxwell St. Days ensued, with the group 

deciding to use profits from the popcorn and 

^beejrjvagonvat the Arts and Crafts Show, to 

add to the program. l " *~ * ■- - 

It was decided to place banners on the 
backstop of the high school baseball field on 
Rte. 173, at the intersection of Rte. 83 and 
North Ave. and at Rte. 173 and Rte. 59. 

The possibility of placing of banners across 
the streets of the business section was men- 
tioned if allowed by the village.

Starting July 16, Victory Memorial 
Hospital in Waukegan will initiate a new 
policy to regulate visitors. 



Hours for general floors will remain the 
same, 11:30a.m. to8 p.m., but will be strictly 
enforced. Patients may have only two 
visitors at any one time.' 

A visitor must obtain a pass at the recep- 
tion desk in the main . lobby before 
proceeding .to the medical/surgical floors, 
obstetrics, pediatrics or the intensive care 
units: 

The bright orange pass will be marked 
with the patient's name and room number 
and must be returned to the reception desk ' 
before another visitor to that patient is ad- 
mitted." 

PRESIDENT DONALD VVASSGN said, 
"The Governing Board and Administrative 
Council of the hospital along with the 
medical staff discussed this policy at length 
before deciding to implement it in mid-July.

Wassonsaid. 

"Morning hours are busy, often tests are 
scheduled, physicians are making their roun- 
ds, and in walks a visitor who isn't supposed 
to be there. This is the type of person who 
make it necessary for us to develop the new 
policy." 

M. SH AfflFI, president of the medical 
staff at Victory Memorial said: "We 
wholeheartedly support administration in 
visitor control. The health of the patient is 
our primary concern;" 

The new restrictions also involve the coffee 
shop but not the gift shop or main lobby area. 
If visitors arrive before 11:30 a.m. they may 
wait in the lobby or browse in the gift shop. 

Passes will not be issued prior to 11 :30 a.m. 
except for special badges to immediate 
family for patients undergoing surgery, 
emergency cases, new fathers, and the 
special visiting hours in the intensive care 
units.
